The prior art of records, Miya et al, US 6,400,700; Jalloul et al, US 6,192,040; 
and Jalali, US (6,154,659) fails singularly or in combination to teach or suggest the 
following: 

A method/system of providing pilot symbols in a CDMA system, the method 
comprising (inter alias): combining a first set and second set of pilot symbols, the first 
set being provided over dedicated pilot channels and the second set provided over at 
least a common channel, the common channel carrying also data symbols, combining 
the first set and second set of symbols in a mobile station to estimate the channel 
impulse response, and transmitting from the mobile to a base station quality information 
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of received pilot symbols, the base station varying the energy associated with the first 
set of symbols supplied to the mobile station, and varying time offsets between pilot 
symbols on the dedicated pilot channel and pilot symbols on the common channel, as 
indicated ion independent claims 6, 9, and 15.
